Washington, Nov. 28.— It is understood 
that to-day's despatches from Ambassador 
Bayard Bhow that behind Groat Britain's 
refusal to approve the new Nicaraguan looal 
government at Bluefields, the banishment 
f British Vice-Consul, Ed, Hatch, plays a 
somewhat promlnonb part, When tho Mos- 
quito Ind ;,3 rulo was overthrown for a 
aoooud timo by Niaaragua labt August, tho 
United States felt;oonfidenb that full justioo 
would bo done to foreign proporty holders 
as ooon as tho impetuoua ardor of the Nicar- 
aguana had a ohance to cool, In tho earlier 
conflicts botwoon the NicaraguuuB and 
tho Mosquitos, or thoso olaiming 
to be Moiquito Indiana, commenc- 
ing in February of tho present year 
Great liritain and the United States suc- 
ceeded in preventing excessive measures. 
It w 8 while this country with England 
was restraining Nicaragua that theao in- 
habitants, under the youthful chief Clar- 
once, aB rumored, overthrow the temporary 
Nicaraguan military rule. It happened 
that just at this moment tho United States 
through its diplomatic olmnnels, waa recog- 
nizing tho full sovereignty if Nicaragua 
ovev the Mosquito territory in terms 
more cxplioit than had hitherto been 
used in tho negotiations baaod on 
tho Clayton-Bulwer treaty and that 
General Barrios had been received by 
England aa a Nioaraguan envoy largely up- 
on U. S. representations to nogoliato a con- 
vention which would place Great Britain in 
the same attitude as that of tho United 
States. Thon Nicaragua, undortook to crush 
out tho latest Clarence rebellion by drastic 
measure?. Clarence and many of his sup- 
portere fled ; but others, inoluding several 
Amerioans and Englishmen remained 
at Bluefields and wero 'akeu under 
arrest to the oapital, Managua, where 
a deoroe was issued baniBhiog them 
from tho country. Whilo tho legality of 
this aotion under Nicaragua's constitution 
waa never impoaohed by the U.S., It waa 
regretted as the proceedings were clearly 
calculated to embarrass the negotiations 
and would practically abrogate tho Clayton- 
Liulwer troaty. Among the prisoners ban- 
ished wan tho Hrii th vice-consul at Blue- 
fields, Edwin D. Hatch, who had not been 
recognized by Nicaragua, and J. S. Lamp- 
ton and E. D. Wiltbank, American plant- 
ers. These three men were aotivo partici- 
pants in tho Clarence rebellion. Lampton 
and Wiltbank were subsequently par- 
doned and permitted to return to Blue- 
field.8. 

It is understood that the Nicaraguans 
have been unaffeoted by :he repeated and 
persistent domands of British Minister Gos- 
ling to extend a similar pardon to Mr. 
Hatch, and that this is ono of the real 
causes of Groat Britain's present attitudo. 
Mr. Hatoh owned property at Bluefields 
whioh was oonfisoated. The question of the 
right of Nicaragua to refuse to recognize 
Mr. Hatch aB British consular officially is 
also said to be involved. Tor several weeks 
offioials of tho State department have boen 
aware cf the serious turn the Hatoh affair 
had taken, and it is known that 
Minister Baker was under instruc- 
tions to exorcise his good offices 
in inducing the government at Man- 
agua to ri-eedo from lta position and to 
rcstoro Mr. Hatch's belongings, and 
to extend to him recognition as 
vico-oonsul it waa with tho assurance 
that tho United States would use every 
proper effort to prevent any future success- 
ful resistance to Nlcaraguun sovereignty at 
Bluefields, Groat Britain meanwhile to give 
an implied guarantee that Mr. Hatch would 
not be aotivo in any furthor conspiracy to re- 
store tho rulo of younp; Clarence. 

The United States could well undertako 
this responsibility on account of tho inter- 
ests Bho had at stake in securing the auc- 
cenaful accomplishment of General Barrioa' 
mission in ICngland, which could not fail to 
result in giving tho United States the incon- 
testable titlo to any inter-ocean canal that 
might ho built over tho Like Nicaragua 
route. It is probable that with tho appear- 
ance of the Columbia and British warship at 
Bluefields tho Nicaraguan government will 
bo imprcBaed with tho advantages that 
would nccruo from implicitly following See 
retary Grosliam'a advice, and that Mr. Hatch 
will be promptly included in the terms of 
amnesty which were granted to Limpton and 
Wiltbank. These AtnoriojnB, it is known, 
were pardoned only at tho peremptory in- 
sistence of Secretary Grosham, who de- 
manded that tho summary prrccedinge, 
which charactcriKod their arrest and banish- 
ment should bo followed by a fair trial, and 
what hud boen done without tho procesa of 
law should bo occompliahod in a deliberate 
legal way. Tho request that similar justice 
bo done in tho case of Mr. Hatcn, it ib 
understood waa ignored by Nicurogua, and 
Great Britain has roseutod tho apparent dis- 
crimination. 

Secretary Gresham ia confident that 
sorioua trouble will bo avoided, novertholeas 
tho United States havo been preparing for 
emergencies. It is stated that Admiral 
Walker, sinco his return from Hawaii, has 
beou constantly ongaged for the past two 
months in familiurietrg himself with tho 
Central Amorioa question. It is Baid that 
ho has planned, in caso of emergency of 
courso, a sohemo of operations with tho 
eastern terminus of tho proposed Nicaraguan 
canal and U.S. gulf porta as u basis, 
and further has arranged a pro 
gramme for tho movemonts of tho PaoifitJ 
squadron with tho now cruiser Olympia aa 
flagship, and tho Philadelphia, Bennington, 
Boston, Newark and tho old crulsora Arion, 
Adams, Alort and Banger aa cr-.oorts. It is 
tho intention of tho navy department to send 
tho Bennington to thn west coast ot Nicara- 
gua in a fow days. No other voesels will be 
probably sent south, either on tho Atlantic 
or Pacific coast, immediately, although 
every availablo vessel will bo hold in roodi- 
neas to proceed to aoa promptly upon tho 
receipt of tolegraphio ordora. 

Tho British North Atlantic floot consists 
of ton vessels. Of these, tho Blake, whioh ia 
the only ono of considerable fighr.lng power 
ab last aooounta was at Halifax with Bovoral 
other vessols tf tho floot. There 
aro two small British cruisers In tho West 
Xndlos, bub the Marblehoad and Montgom- 



ery would easily outclass them. Ib is the 
custom of the British fleet to rendezvous in 
the West Indies every winter, and during 
the present winter at least ib is announced 
that the policy of the United States is to 
maintain a similar fleet of superior Btrength 
in the samo waters as an evidence that 
American interests are not to be lightly 
jeopardized, Seorotary Gresham in person 
called at tho British legation to day, a very 
uuusunl proceeding, and nob finding Mr. 
Goshen, the charge d'affaires, there and 
loarning thab he was only slightly indis- 
posed, drove to his residence to lay 
before him the dispatches he had received. 

FREE SILVER CONGRESS. 

General Weaver Wants to Know Whether or 
Not the Standard Is to Be Gold. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov, 27. — A conference 
of free Bilvor loaders from all parts of the 
United States ia being held here among tho 
ouampionB of the white metal. In attend- 
ance are A. G. Warner, of Mariotta, Ohio, 
president of tho American bi-niotallic 
league j J. M. Dnvine, Nebraska, secrotnry; 
Congressman Bryan, Nebraaka ; Con. 
grosBman Sidney, Pennsylvania ; H. 
E. Taubeneok, Illinois ; National chair- 
man of tho People's party; Gen. J. B. 
Weaver, Iowa ; A. L. Maxwell, chairman of 
the State People's party oommittoe, Illinois ; 
Judge C, C. Cole, Iowa ; Col. Shinn, 
KaneaB, and Congressman R. P. Bland, The 
6eoaiou thia afternoon was held be- 
hind oloBed doors, To a United Preas 
reported Gen. Warner said : " Thia confer- 
ence ia called to decide upon our futuro 
plans. If wo aro to havo a gold atandard in 
tho United States and the world over we 
would like to know it. This conference ia 
of grave importance to the welfare of silver," 
The conference ia called at this timo to ac- 
commodate the friends of silver who are at 
tho Trans-Mississippi congress.

London, Nov. 29.— Tho Tokio corrc 
spondent of the Central Newa telegraphs 
"tho Japanese havo found at Port Arthur a 
ohart whioh has enabled them to locate ex- 
aotly and control all the mines in the har- 
bor." On November '20, previous to tho 
storming of the forts, the Japanese placed 
100 siege and fiold guns in well chosen posi- 
tions and rained shot and shell upon the 
Chinese entrenohmonta. This bombard- 
ment made possible the rapid success cf the 
aBsaulb. In accordance with a telegram 
from Hirer chima, Dr. Hart, the principal 
Burgeon ai/Chln Lien, will ke released to re- 
port to tho directors of the Hiroschima hos- 
pitals. "There was an engagement near 
Mo Tien Ling on the 25th. The Klrin 
troops tried to break the Japantti night 
flank but wore repulsed. The Japaneso 
Iobb was i8 killed and wounded." 

A dispatch to the Central Newa from 
Tokio says that Commissioner Dietring and 
his suite sailed from Tientsin to-day. Count 
Ito, tho Japanese prime minister, declined 
to receive tho commissioner, stating that he 
would only receive an envoy who had been 
directly appointed by the Chinese govern- 
ment at Peking, and would hold no comaiu- 
nicktion with the Viceroy's mcs»enger, 

From Tientsin I he Central News hears 
that LI Hung Chang has gone to Pao-Ling- 
Foo, his usual winter residence and the seat 
of the provincial government. His depar- 
ture has given Hbo to many false rumors to 
the effect that ho has been degraded. The 
Viceroy's frionda aay that the timo is near 
when he will bo Btimn-.oned to Peking, to 
aavo tho country by his statesmanship, 

Tho Times correspondent in Cheefoo Bays: 
Admiral Fret-mantle and fifty British officers 
landed at Port Arthur on tho 2oth. Qung 
Taotai, of Port Arthur, brother of tho Chi- 
nese minister to England, has gone to 
TiontBin. Tha reports uf utrocitiea on both 
aides aro confirmed. The Japauoao, after 
finding tho mutilated bodies of Bovoral 
eon. nub s, gave no quarter, thoro being an 
indiscriminate maasaore. Several Chinsao 
soldiers and Bomo tradcBmon who tried to 
eacapo by soa woro followed by torpedo 
boata and Boot. 

A Shanghai dispatch aaya that tho Chi- 
nese torpedo boatB sank more than twenty 
junks loaded with fugitivea from Port 
Arthur.

The Almost Unspeakable Atrocities 
Perpetrated In Christian Armenia 
by Turkish Troop?. 



Forty • Eight Yiliaccs Blotted 
Amid the Most Terrible 
Outrages. 



Out 



London, Nov. 28. — A meeting of the 
Anqlo-Armenian Association wan hold hero 
yesterday under tho presidency of Mr. 
Francis Soymour Stovenson, member of par- 
liament fjr the Eye division of Suffolk and 
ohairman of the Anglo-Armenian Associa- 
tion. Among those present wore many dis- 
tinguished Englishmen who aro in sympathy 
with tho cause of tho Armenians, besides 
G. Hagoplan, Petrus, Agancovo and other 
nitivcs of Armenia. 

A telegram received from Dr. Cantarienn, 
a Russian physician at Tiflis, which was 
read, says : " I learn that the people of 
SasBoun surrendered to an overwhelming 
Turkish army on the solemn promise that no 
harm would be done to them. After laying 
down their arniB, tho Turkish troops at- 
tacked and maBSacrod men, women aud 
children, and pillaged and burned their 
homes. Tho number of killed must exceed 
3,000." A letter was also rooelvod from J. 
Iakonder, a merchant of Paris and president 
of the Armenian Socio! y of "ranee, in 
which he stated that, according to his ad- 
vices, not loiB than 12,000 Armenians were 
massacred. 

A resolution wao passed strongly con- 
demning the E»rl of Kimberly, eeoietury of 
state for foreign affairs, and the British gov- 
ernment for apathy in tho matter, for with- 
holding information from the proes, and for 
screening tho Turkish authorities. It was 
decided to hold an indignation meeting and 
to c iramenco a vigorous agitation in the 
Houss of Commons. 

Rev. Canon MoColl, the first to draw at- 
tention to the Bulgarian atrocities, wroto 
that ia his opinion the real criminals would 
be exonerated and innooeut parties be 
blamed, the evidence of Cnristians never 
being received in Turkey against a Mussul- 
man. Mr. MoColl declared the commission 
of inquiry to be a Bhrowd imposture and de- 
manded that Great Britain declare herself 
released from the Anglo-Turkish convention. 

CitiCAiiO, Nov. 28 — The Cnicago Arme- 
nians are positive that the recent atrocities 
in SasBoum, Armenia, were committed un- 
der diroot governmental authority. The 
belief is based on private advices from Con- 
stantinople, averting that the mutti of 
Moosh, who has control of religious matters 
in the district of Mooah, which covers Sas. 
soum, has been decorated by the Sultan. At 
a large publio meeting on Sunday here reso- 
lutions were adopted unanimously praying 
f jr the moral and financial Bupport of the 
American people. 

Minneapolis, Nov, 28 —The Thanksgiv- 
ing proclamation of the Armonian popula- 
tion to the people of the United States, 
signed by the secretary, contains tho follow- 
ing cogent passagf : 

'Today theie is an'anclent Christian na- 
tion sitting around the smouldering ruins 
of her hemes and mangled thousands of 
daad. She is robbed of her litearty; but 
keepa the freedom of convene* by martyr- 
dom. The glory of their martyrdom shines 
over the world md tho crime is against bu- 
rn mi ty. 

"The horror of tho slaughter and the 
bestial cruelty and foulness ot tbo outrages 
have chilled the heart and polluted the ear 
of Christendom. I a<k the whole American 
people to dtclaro to the world on the Thurs- 
day of their glad Thanksgiving by unani- 
mous vote their consternation at the brutal 
slaughter of thousands of Armenian families 
and the crushing of meroy and justice with 
one blow before tho eyes of the civilized 
world. I ask them to cast that vote not 
on paper, bnt on a good Ameri- 
can cent, a dime if they will, but 
at least one American coin from 
every man, woman and child whose heart 
has ached for the stricken Armonian nation; 
to look upon the cent or tho dime ero they 
cast it, and see there the United States en- 
circling I liberty, | md, exultant in the glory 
of their inheritance, to dedicate that sacred 
symbol for a mighty protest against all op 
pression and in token of warm sympathy tor 
a blef ding nation. 

"To-day as you rejoioe, yo.poople of the 
United States, free men of whatever condi- 
tion, united in the glad gatherings of the 
Home, think, I pray you, odco of Armenia's 
ruinB, drenched in tho blood of her slaught- 
ered children; think onco of tho horror still 
crushing the hearts of the people that re- 
main, and when you realize that it is possi- 
ble for you to help deliver them I know you 
will do this work on a glad day heartily, as 
to God. 

'• Europe has no regard for Armenia, be- 
cause she hiiB no armament except tho sane- 
ti'y of the home uud tho bravo hearts of her 
men and women. America roaognizus no 
mightier armament than that. 1 a«k you to 
declare it to the world by accepting ihe 
bonds of Armenia. I pledge to you tho 
honor of a nation of 4.000 years of honest, 
toilsome lif i that Armenia will redeem her 
bonds, to keep them in eternal memory of 
tho glorious day when a mighty nation 
strotohed forth a gentle hand and lifted up 
in her arms a trampled and bleeding sister, 
to shelter her from threatened death. Wo 
ask f or a cent, or a dime, or a check, as a 
Thanksgiving day voto of abhorrence "f the 
massacres and of sympathy for tlllicted 
Armenia. It cm be mailed to either the 
Security bank, Minneapolis, the Western 
National hunk. New York, or tho Wells 
Fargo Cfinpmy, San l<'r,<moi ico. Remind 
others to do likewise." 

Boston, Nov. 2S — Last night a mooting 
which orowded Faueuil hall to its doora wau 
hold, at which, after addressee by Governor 
Greenha'ge, Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, Wil- 
liam GauiBon and others, resolutions were 
enthusiastically adopted, whici sot forth 
that, 

" Whereas, ib was tho report of an Am- 
erican commission of inquiry that lirat con- 
vinced Mr. Gladstone ot tho truth of Bul- 
garian atrocities. 

"Resolved, that wo earnestly potition 
His Kxcollenoy Grover Cleveland to in- 
struct our minister at Constantinople to 
investigate this matter, either by Bending to 
the spot such persons as ho may seo Ik or 
by joining in a commission Bent by tho 
united European powers." 

Tho resolution prcoeeds with an appeal to 
the signatory powers, and ospociully Great 
Britaiu, for the enforcement of tho sixty- 
tirst article of tho treaty of B.-rlin. 

A lottor dated liitlis, October 8, received 
by Socretary Guilson of tho Unitod Friends 
of Armouiu, atalea that on tho day previous 
a lottor from Moosh had been received, 
which told of tho outbreak of a virulent form 
of oholora, which was killing from twenty- 
five to thirty-fivo persons daily. It is 
caused, it is said, by tho atenoh of carnago, 
which has takon placo not far back in the 
mountains. Tho number of tho massacred 
will reach botweon eight thousand and ton 
thousand. Tho masaaaro ocourrod in the 
early pjrb of September. Tho maBaacro waB 



tho result of an nffray between somo Kurds 
and Armenian villagers, from whom the 
Kurds had stolen their il-jcks. The Sultan 
ordered infantry and cavalry to this place to 
pub down tho Armenian rebellion, and forty- 
eight villages aro said to have been blotted 
out, 



PBLTpESS BISMARCK. 

The Kaiser Unable to Attend the , v nneral Will 
Be Represented by His Adjutant. 

Berlin, Nov. 28.— Tho Emperor intended 
to go to the Prinoess Biamarok's funeral, but 
his physician dissuaded him owing to his 
cold. Ho has therefore ordered his adju- 
tant, Major von Moltke, to attend the 
funeral. 

The Lok*laDZ , )iger sBya tho funeral will 
probably be held on Friday or Saturday in 
tho castle. Princo Biamarok has received 
telegrams of sympathy and condolence from 
Signor Crisp!, prime minister of Italy, Em- 
peror Francis Joseph of Austria, ox-Em- 
prose Frederick and Chancellor Princo von 
Hohenlohe-Schillingfurst. Bismarck, his 
health permitting, will start with the body 
ot his wife on Sunday or Monday for Soho- 
enhausen, where the body will be placed in 
Bismarok'a family vault, 

London, Nov. 28.— The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Daily News jaays that Prin- 
cess Bismarck diod of dropsy. 

Tho Standard's Berlin correspondent re- 
marks that the Freisinnigo Z^itung is the 
only paper that baroly announces Princess 
Biamarckfs death. All the others eulogiae 
her. In Paris the Temps alono refers to 
her deith with brief comment.

London, Nov. 28.— The Lyom Bilk weav- 
ers' sooioty have aont a memorial to tho min- 
ister of oommeroo and foreign affaire direct- 
ing attention to tho sorious docline of tho 
Frenoh silk industry. Sinoe the Franoo- 
Italian tariff war thoy say Milan has bo- 
omo tho prinoipal market of tho world. 

Tho Cz*r, in his manifesto to the Russian 
people, says : " Solicitous for tho deatiniea 
of our new reign, we deem it well not to do- 
lay the fulfillment of our heart's wish, tho 
legacy sacredly loft by our father now rest- 
ing with God, nor defer tho realization of 
the joyful expectations of our whole people 
that our marriage shall be hallowed by tho 
benediction of onr parents and blessed by 
the sacraments of holy church." 

The marriage of theCzir waB celebrated 
in Finland with great enthusiasm on Mon- 
day. The city of Helsingfor was profusely 
decorated and gala performances wore held 
in the theatre In the evening. Business was 
suspended. 

The munioipal council of St. Petersburg 
hare unanimously resolved to present bread 
and salt to the French ambassador to Rus- 
sia. The ceremony is equivalent to the 
presentation of the freedom of the city. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg states 
that the Cz*r intends introducing a number 
of reforms, the principal of which contem- 
plates the establishment of parliamentary 
representation. 

The police of London and Liverpool are 
closely awaiting the developments of a re- 
newal of Fenian activity in both cities. The 
police are constantly shadowing Rt. Hon. 
Messrs. Morlov, Balfour and others promin- 
ent in Irish affairs in order to shield them 
from danger. 

A paper says the German embassy !■ tho 
centre of espionage in Paris. It has been 
stated that over a hundred naturalized 
Frenoh citizens aro acting as spies in France. 
Their arreBt has been demanded. 

The funeral of Rubenstein took placo at 
the Alexander Newski church, St. Peters- 
burg, to-day. Many delegates from musical 
societios followed tho coffin of the groat 
pianist from Petorholl' to St. Petersburg. 

It is said in Vatican circlcB that Cardinal 
Gibbons, who is expected in Rime in Febru- 
ary, will on his return to tho Cnited StatcB 
take with him Mgr. Sitolli'a cardinal's hit. 

Tho marriage of Prince Adolph of Teck 
and Lidy Margaret Grosvetor, daughter of 
the Duke of WestminR'nr, has been post- 
poned until December 12 

Tho i xecutive council of the McCarthy 
wing of tho Irish parliamentary party have 
agreed that membara differing from the 
policy o[ tho party Bhall be asked to resign. 

Truth says that Queen Victoria hen in- 
vited Emperor Nictiolaa and his bride to 
visit England, und that they will probably 
pay the visit next Juno. Tho prcgrumme 
tor their reception and entertainment Truth 
adds, will be similar to rhat followed on 
the occasion of Emperor William's visit in 
1881. 

Tho cablegram sent to New York papers 
Btating that Hon. Edward lilako would re 
tire from British politics aftor the next 
general election is incorrect. Mr. Blako 
will stand for parliament if ho ia ugain 
n minated for South Longford, but next 
session wishes more freedom to visit hia 
family in Canada. There is no question of 
re'iroment at present however. 

Tiio "Chronicle's" Rome correspondent 
saya that tho Pope received M. Bruntione, 
of tho French Actdemy, and explained th^t 
he was unable to i <■ ivo M. Zola because 
of hii outrage on tho worship of tho Virgin. 

A special cablegram from Quito nays an 
oarthquako to-day, listing 27 seconds, did 
groat damage Puloan church was de. 
stroytd. Fourteou bodies have been taken 
from tho ruins. Many personB were killed 
and wounded. Tho Government ih sending 
aid. 

A brief but violent shock was felt in 
Trent in tho Tyrol yesterday morning. 

Sir Charles Dilke, in a Bpeech at Tunstall 
last evening, said that after Lord Rosebery's 
half hearted utterance in regard to reform- 
ing the Houso of Lords, it was ovident that 
tho present government could not BatiBfy 
the majority of Liberal opinion on that sub- 
ject.

A WELCOME VISITOR. 

There are many in British Columbia who 
Will be pleased to learn that thn Ministor of 
Marine and Fisheries will soon be on his way 
to pay the Province a visit. Personal inter- 
course with the men engaged in salmon fish- 
ing and salmon packing, and inquirioa mado 
on the spot with respect to many things con- 
nected with those very important industries, 
will, we aro satisfied, have the eifbot of do- 
ing away with many misunderstandings and 
of bringing about pleasanter relationa than 
have for some timo existed with 
the Marine and Fisheries Department. 
There is no reason in the world that there 
should be antagonism botween tho Depart- 
ment and the canners. The interests of 
both, when seen in tho proper light, aro 
identical. There can bo no doubt that the 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries haB no 
other objoot than to proaorvo tho Balmon 
fishery in all parts of tho Province. This 
should bo and we believe ia tho principal 
object of tho great majority of tho canners. 
They are much too ahrowd and have too 
enlightened a regard for their own 
interests to permit or to practise 
modes of fishing that aro really 
waateful and calculated to destroy 
tho productiveness of our waters. Thero 
have beon Bomo dilfdroncija of opinion as to 
what aro tho beat means topreservo tho fish, 
but wo do not think thoso dill'ereucos aro bo 
many or bo groat that thoy cannot be ad- 
juflted satisfactorily to both tho Department 
and the canners. Wo thoroforo boBpoak for 
tho Miniator of Marino and Fisheries e cor- 
dial wolcomo to tho Province. Wo cannot 
but beliovo that if he ia met in tho right 
spirit by the cannera his viBit will be pro- 
ductive of advantage to thoir industry. 

Tho rolatioua botweon tho men interested 
in tho sealing induatry and tho Dopartmont 
of Marino and Fisheries havo boon, as far as 
wo know, moat cordial. Tho Miniator has 
always boon most v. lalous in asserting tho 
rights of British Columbia sealers and his 
exertions in furthering thoir claims havo 
met with a largo measure of success. Bo- 
foro tho Paris Board of Arbitration Mr. 
Tupper (for ho had not then won hia title) 
was tho able, untiring and most indus- 
trloue advocate of British olaime. Through- 
out tho wholo arbitration prooeodinga tho 
Viotoria aoalors had no warmer friond or 
sUunohor advocate than tho Minister of 
Marino and FiaherioB. What ho was then ho 
is to day. We are vory sure thab Sir 
Charlos H. Tuppor will rocoivo a hearty 
woloomo from tho Boallng mon of every 
class. He has worked hard for them and It 
is ovidont that ho ia detormined to Bparo no 
labor In advancing thoir InloroBts. Wo 
hope that Sir Charloa will havo a pleasant

A GOOD BkG INNING. 

Tho roaolution movod by Cupt. living on 
Tuesday ia ono of very considerable import- 
ance to the merohants and miners of this 
Province. Tho Yukon country is, from 
trading and mining points of view, a region 
of vory groat promise. Gold ia f jund there 
in paying quantities and tho dovolopment of 
its gold fiolds has only commenced. 

It ia well known, too, that thero ia moro 
oncouragomont to trade in a community 
of minora than in aottlemonts contain- 
ing many tlmea tho population of farmers. 
Tho minors in tho Yukon Rivor country 
number only 1,500, yot Capb. Irving tolla 
ub that their trade amounts to 5750,000 a 
year. 

Tho country is aomowhat dillioult of ac- 
cissand tho Americana are oviiUntly bound 
to croato artificial difficulties of intercourse 
with its population which aro harder to 
ovorcomo than thoso mado by nature. 
Bub wo find that by opening a new 
routo, chiefly, as wo understand it, through 
Britioh torritory, the distance can bo dimin 
ishod by nearly one-half. Wo boliovo that 
the Dominion Government ought to bo 
stimulated to mako thiB rich territory moro 
\accessiblo thun it is. It Is not aB 
if thoy woro aBkod to open a 
road to a now and uninhabited country, tho 
reaourcoa of which aro unknown. Thero ia 
a vory considerable population in the Yukon 
country already, which would soou bo 
greatly increased if facilities of transport 
woro afforded tho energetic and enterprising 
aoarchors after gold. Tho country would 
yield a considerable and an immediate re- 
turn in the shape of rovonuo and business 
for any expense that might be incurred in 
opening it up. That tho Dominion 
Government are about to send a de- 
tachment of Northwest police to the 
country is proof that they have nolthor 
lost eight of the iBolatod oommunily nor are 
negleotful of its welfare. If the resolution 
before tho House on Tuesday is followed by 
oiher urgent representations it is vory prob- 
able that tho beginning so well mado by 
Capt. Irving will have constquonooB im- 
portant not to this Province alone, but to 
the whole Dominion. But it should not be 
forgotten the resolution is only tho first 
step towards obtaining the route bo badly 
needed. It should bo followed, and that 
soon, by other and longer stops. 



the Tlmea on financial matters are all 
drawn up with tho • utmost oaro, for there 
are thousand! who regard it as a roli&ble 
authority on matters of finance, and who 
in making thoir investments look to it for 
information and advice.

A COMPETENT CRITIC. 

It will have to bo admitted that com- 
pared with our local financiers of the Grit 
persuasion the moneyed mon of Groat Brit 
ain are a lob of blunderers and ignoramusses 
The local solon8 aay that Canada haB gone 
80 deeply in debt and is so reckless and im 
providont that it would be folly to lend her 
a single dollar, no matter how much she 
needs it or how fine a story she tells. The 
British men of money as soon aa 
they know that Canada deairoB to bor- 
row of them, pub their hands deep 
in their pockets and offer five times as much 
as Bho asks for. The contrast between tho 
Canadian calamity howlors, who for the 
most part find it difficult to got one dollar 
to rub against anothor, and the British 
capitalists whoBe business it Is to lend 
money and conaequently to weigh moat 
carefully tho credit of borrowers, actual and 
prospective, is most striking. 

Tho London Times, which is allowed to bo 
on fiaancial matters pretty well posted, and 
whose word as to the solvency of a 
nation or a colony ie hoard with 
respect by tho mon on 'chango, eo 
far from blaming tho English investors fur 
londing money to Canada or for Canada on 
remarkably favorablo torme, notices the 
latest Canadian loan in words that aro highly 
commendatory. After mentioning tho 
amount oalled for, and tho sum subscribed 
and tho rates offered, the groat Engliah 
journal goes on to Bay : 

This Buccosa hau been obtained notwith- 
atanding tho faot that for the first timo 
aineo ISMS tho Dominion Iludgot thia yoar 
ahowed a deffioit. The expendituro ex- 
ceeded tho revenuo by §1, Iy4>,6l20, and tho 
Opposition in Canada havo not been slow 
to lormulato chargcB against tho Govorn- 
mout of gross extravagance and maladmin- 
istration. Whether any Government ia as 
absolutely economical as it might bo is a 
point which must bo left to exports to do- 
oide. Tho Conservative party In Canada 
haB, on tho wholo, been able to justify ite 
financial administration by an appeal to tho 
hargos on tho public dtbt, which havo nob 
grown in proportion to tho population, and 
by tho faot that tho falling off in rovonue, 
whloh diaturbod the balanco of last year's 
budgot, has boon almost wholly in tho cus- 
toms, a condition of things duo In part to 
tho general depression which haa affected all 
trado roturne, and in part to tho expecta- 
tion of tariff rovialon which was forocd up- 
on tho Government by tho Opposition. The 
Invosting interests of this country aro for- 
tunatoly able to Btand altor^sthor outside 
tho party politica of tho colony. Tho Gov- 
ornmont of Sir John Thompson will bo ablo 
to moot ita critica with increased usaurunco 
aa a consequence of tho success of tho Lon 
don loan, but tho confidonco which haa real 
ly beon expressed is nob so much in ono 
party or ono poluy of the Dominion as in 
tho essential soundness of Canadian financo 
and tho prosperous future whioh lies boforo 
tho colony." 

This is no random utteranco of an irre- 
sponsible or an ignorant soribbler. On tho 
contrary, It is tho carefully expressed opin- 
ion of a journal of tho vory hightost olass, 
an opinion arrived at after careful inquiry 
and mature deliberation.

AN UNNECESSARY LETTER.

foot inches eqiinro. Tho extra coat of this 
would bo ?u'50 aB reported by tho 
architect to the Council. Wo hoar that 
tho Council decided not to mako the 
alteration. Who is right ? Then again, 
tho alteration rcquirod for tho pit and 
trenches ia at a oust of !j'_'40. This extra 
oxpenao has been incurred for the reason 
that proper dimensions wcro not given in 
tho first placo so that they could ba includ- 
ed in the original contract, the faot that an 
enormouB food heater had to bo placed there 
having evidently been lost sight of, Again, 
tho gradirjg down of the rock to tho level of 
tho floor of the engine room, the building of 
the wall on the harbor front, and filling in 
behind it, were buDgled at an oxtra oo«b of 
$.1-10 or so, whereas if tho wholo plan had 
boon drawn out and tendered for in the 
first place tho contract price ought to have 
been at IoaBt $500 less, or a totol difference 
of $840 Again, as regards tho height 
of tho motion pipe of the con- 
denser Mr. Hamilton Btatoj that 
the specification oalls for a height of 12 
feot, whereas there will be a height cf 22 
feet at low water, and that It will be neces- 
sary to conncot It with the city main. Now, 
as 22 feet is a fair lift for a pump In good 
order and wo havo only ono tide a day, wo 
may fairly infer that the pipo from the oity 
main "for auxiliary purposes," as Mr. Ham- 
ilton puts it, will bo protty constant in its 
operation. What then becomes of the high 
valuo put upon a water front position '! The 
old Yates streot Bito would have been cer- 
tainly cheaper, and tho waste condensing 
water would havo been valuable for flushing 
tho sewers.

This leaves au aver- 
age of about $.'!,j pir 1,000 in our favor. 

Now," queried Mr. Cohen, "is it not 
roasonablo to onaltlde that wo can put much 
bettor tobacco in our cigars und yot sell at a« 
low a figure as tho imported cigar brings ? "

Instead of the imported cigar box 
being a sign that the artiolo contained 
therein ia good, it ia a fact that tho domestic 
box is evidence that tho cigar is a better 
article. Anyone who will take the two 
cigars and compare their fUvor fairly will bo 
compelled to acknowledge this." 

Mr. C'jhon hoped the smokers of Victoria 
would do away with their prejudice and 
give the homo artiole a fair trial. If they 
would but do this ho would bo satisfied.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
First Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

TENTH' DAY, 
Wkdnesday, November 28, 1894. 
Tho Spoakor took tho chair at 2 p m, 
Petitions relating to Sabbath observance 
were presented by Hon. Mr. Turner und Mr. 
McPhornon., 

sDI'SitMB COURT JUDGES. 

Mh. Williams movod "Th»b the covem- 
ment should introduoo legislation for the 
purpose of enforcing tho residence of a 
Supremo court judgo at Vanoonver." In 
suppo.-tof the motion he Bpoko of the in- 
convenience experienced in Supreme court 
affairs in Voncouver on aooount of there be- 
ng no judgo of that court resident there. 

Hon. Mr Davie said that unfortunately 
though tho legislature had been working in 
the direotion named for many years, the 
effort haa so far been unsuccessful, the 
judges of the Supreme oourb having in 
tin exeroiso of their right to reBide any- 
where within their jurisdiction, constantly 
gravitated towards Victoria - Ho roviewed 
the stops taken to ensure tho residence of 
the Supreme court judges in different parts 
of the province, betore and at the time of 
the oreation of the separato judicial district 
of Vancouver, and Bhowed the difficulties 
which have prevented the carrying out of 
the evident desire of tho legislature. It is 
difficult, he said, to boo juit how the house 
can deal with the matter uuless it deaides 
to divide tho Supremo court jurisdiction bo 
as to deprive a judgo named for one part of 
the right to aot in another, but he doubted 
whether such a, step would ever be tuken, 
as ho fancied the house would bo found to 
be of the opinion that a judgo of tho Su- 
premo Court of Uritish Columbia should bo, 
as thistitlowould imply, a judgehaving juris- 
diction in any part of tho province. In fact 
tho present difficulty arises in part from 
tho division of the judicial distrio] of 
Westminster when that of Vancouver was 
created, for Mr. Jnstico McCreight natur- 
ally holds that since he 1b namod to a jt at 
New Westminster and not at Vancouver ho 
Bhould not bo expoctod to sit at the latter 
city, and indeed practically refuses to do so, 
though for a groat pjrt of tho timo residing 
there. The caso of the Supremo court judges 
is protty much like that of thoBe of the 
County court, who have tho privilege of re- 
siding anywhuro within their jurisdiction — 
and the County court judgo for Yalo, for in- 
stance, oannot bo compelled to reside at 
Kamloops if he chooses to stay at Vernon and 
claims that ho oan better dlschargo bis 
duties from there. He bhowed that the 
business of tho court of appeal necpFsitatos 
the attendance of all the judges at Victoria 
from time to time, no matter whero they 
may permanently reaide, and h« did not 
quite agreo that the situation of Vancouver 
with respect to this matter is quite so em- 
barrassing as stated by the mover. He 
thought that at the present time the judi- 
cial needs of that district are fairly well at- 
tended to by the weekly sittings of the 
oourt, for the purposes of which a judge 
regularly goes to Vancouver, remaining if 
possible until the business is disposed of. 
No doubt there is sometimes inconvenience, 
on account of unfavorable weather or other 
unavoidable oiroumetances delaying the 
judge, or tho neoessity of his remaining in 
attendance at tho full court in Viotorla, but 
Westminster is ixposed to similar incon- 
veniences when Mr Justioa McCreight haB 
to absenb himself for this purpose, and even 
if there were two or three judges resident at 
Vancouver inconvenience! such as mentioned 
would occasionally be met with. Just now, 
for instance, there is but one judge in Vic- 
toria, all tho rest being engaged upon the 
mainland. However, the government are 
fully alive to the desirability of making 
Borne arrangement satisfactory to all par- 
ties, and as tho result of consideration now 
being given to the subject he thought he 
would be able within a Bhort time to lay be- 
fore the house a proposition which would 
have a bearing upon the resolution proposed 
by the Benior member for Vancouver. Ho 
therefore suggested that the matter ehould 
atand ovor for the present. 

Mr. Williams said he would Bccopt this 
suggestion. 

Mr. Sword moved the adjournment of 
tho. debate until Wednesday next. Agreed 
to. 

LEGAL PROFESSIONS BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho sooond read- 
ing of the legal professions bill ; and he pro- 
ceeded to speak in explanation of it. 

Mr. Semlin obj-icted that the bill was 
not on the order paper. 

The Speaker explained that, a3 would bo 
.seen in tho Votes and Proceeding!, printed 
nnd on tho members' desks, the bill was 
I'ead u first time VeBter Jay and ordered for 
tscond reading at this Bitting ; and ib was 
only by oversight that it did not appear on 
the order paper. 

Hon. Mr Davie, tho leader of tho 
opposition still objecting, said ho had no ob- 
jection to deferring the sccoud reading fot a 
day. 

Molio i accordingly withdrawn. 

REVISION OK STATUTES. 

Hon. Mr Davie, on motion to adopt 
tho report of committee on the bill authonz 
ing a revision of tho statutes, moved an 
amendment providing that it Bhall bo loft to 
tho decision <f tho Lieutanant-Governor in- 
Council whether the statute law of England 
applicable to this province shall bo incorpor- 
ated as auggesttd. 

Report adopted ; bill read a third time 
and passed. 

SnPPLY, 

Oa motion of Hon. Mr. Turner tho house 
went into comniitteo of supply, Mr. Kberts 
in tho chair. Tho resolution " That supply 
be granted to Her Majesty " was reportod, 
and tho report waa Adopted, tho committo 
to sit again next Monday. 

SMALL DEBTS BILIj. 

Hon. Mr Davie, on consideration of tho 
report from committee on tho Binall debtB 
bill, moved tho following amendmont 
"Tho mugistruto nii>y allow a foo, not to 
exceed ten dollars, to any duly qualified 
birriater or solicitor, as costs agalnab tho 
uubucci aiful party, bur, where Ieea than $10 
is recovered tho plaiot'ff shall recover no 
barrister or solicitor's costs." 

A long discussion took placo on the general 
eubject of allowing counsel fee in cases mch 
as tho bill deala with and whether or nor, it 
ehould bo allowed to other than qualified 
solicitors, and tho amendmont was liuully 
lost on division. Tho report waa then 
adopted.

Cntter "Richard Ensh" Off lor the

All reoorda botween British Columbia and 
San FrscciBCO were demolished yesterday 
by the flyer of the Pacifio Coast Stoamship 
Co.'s fleet, the City of Puebla (Captain 
Debnej ), which tied up at tho ocean dock 
at exactly five micutea to twelve noon. She 
loft tho Golden G»to oity at 50 o'clock on 
Monday morning, being, thereforo, fifty 
hours and fivo minutes on the trip from 
dock to (lock. Tho establishment of this 
new n cord— which is a cut of about forty 
minutes under her former best timo— waa 
entirely unpremeditated, and waa in a great 
measure tho reBult of a strong following 
brei zs which sho had with her tho greater 
part of tho way. " Wo had to como along," 
said ono of tho ship's cllbors yesterday, 
" for wo had no sooner got out to sea than 
wo picked up a full galo from tho southeast 
beforo which we fairly 11 iw," Chi':f En- 
gineer Nixon now commands the l'ucbla's 
ongino room, having only just been appoint- 
ed to tho position this year.

LIGHT. 

To the Editor :— I oravo a Bmall spaco 
in your valuable paper to " throw a little 
light " on the B.C. farmers that our M'a.F.P. 
and city folks generally may see them in a 
truo light. Tho B C. farmers have alwuys 
been pictured by our M'a.P.P. and otherB as 
of a mossy hue. Now thero seems to bo a 
tendency to go a little further and to picture 
them as paupers that n<|uiro a poor law 
syatom. Wow, as u farmer, I protest that 
UiiH is going a littlo too far. 

Wo bo often read of tho largo shipments 
of farm produco being brought into the 
province and hear our M'a.P.P. and others 
bewail btcauao of tho largo sums of money 
that are annually acnt out of tho country 
therefor. But are tho farmers to blame for 
this state of things, and aro they an idle, 
shiftless lot as picturod ! I say no ! I 
point: to tho hundreds of miica of publio 
roads which comparo favorably with many 
of tho city atrootB, and to tho hundreds of 
bridgos and wharves, und would ask who 
built them and keep them in repair — who 
oarned that two million dollars paid out. f >r 
public works '! Was it not tho farmers ? 

Ia it just to suppose that a farmer can 
bo employod on public works und attend to 
a farm at tho same timo ? Is there any wis- 
dom in a man putting in a crop and then 
packing his blankots and tent and going a 
uumbor of miles away, to bo absent six days 
in tho week for six months in tho year? 
Again I say, no ! Many havo tried it and 
found it a doad losa. Thero aro too many 
deer, cattle, blutj iva und grouso about to 
loave a orop or young fruit trees oven for a 
day. 'Farmers havo found, often by doarly 
bought experienoo, that it pays boat to raise 
enough hay for winter feed for their stock, 
and when they leave in tho spring to work 
on tho roads, to turn thoir calves with tho 
cows and lot them ruu at large. The stock 
oil) got their own feed eight months in the 
yoar and part cf it in tho other f jur, so thero 
ia littlo or uo expense What ia made is 
noarly clear prolio. 

Now, tho farmers havo boon eduoited in 
this way over sinco this was a provinco. 
Tho young havo boon roared in it, and if 
thty follow in tho footsteps of thoir fathers, 
!b it any wondor ? In early days thoro woro 
two BystoniB to choose from, viz , to got 
tho farms started and under cultivation and 
then build good roads, or to build the roads 
first and then attend to tho cultivation of 
tho land afterwards, Tho laBt named sys- 
tem was ohoscn as best suited to tho wants 
and conditions of tho settlors. If our leg- 
islators aro nob satisfied with the results, 
leb thorn change thosystom or doviso means 
whoroby farmers oan bo educated to remain 



on their farms the yoar round. Let them 
try to educate the city folks up to using 
home-grown produoe and paying a prico 
therefor that will loavo a profit to the 
farmers. 

If wo want all tho money kept in tho pro- 
vinoo and ciroulatlng between tho cities and 
country wo must learn to know each other 
hotter and patroniza ono auothor. If oaoh 
farmer had the roods around his own placo 
to look after ib might help to keep him at 
home, and tend in tho direction our legisla- 
tors desiro him to go in. If each M. P. P. 
would only follow tho Premier's examplo in 
ono respeot it might, aisu help in tho right 
direotion, viz , " to use only what is pro- 
duced in tho provinoo when it can bo had."

REGARDING THE WATERSHED. 

Aid. Munn Bulletins Notice of An Important 
Resolution In This Connection. 

Aid. H. A. Munn yesterday bulletined 
tho following notico of a resolution to be 
brought before tho city council at Its next 
regular meeting— to bo held on Monday 
evening : 

" I hereby give notice that at tho next 
meeting of the city oouncll I shall movo tho 
following : 

•« Whereas a loan of §150,000 on the credit 
of tho lands and improvements of tho city 
has boen authorized for tho purposo of ex- 
tending and improving tho corporation 
waterworks ; 

"And whereas the purchase of 1,000 
aores of tho watershed of Elk and Beaver 
lakes at a cost of §80,000 is contemplated by 
the council in connection with said improve- 
ment ; 

" And whoroag it is estimated by compet- 
ent valuators that tho cost of tho 1,000 acres 
aforesaid will greatly exceed $80,000, and 
will not bo less than §125,000 btfore tho 
purchase is completed ; 

" And wheroas tho acquiring of tho said 
lands will not purify tho water nor mako 
either tho odor or tho taato moro agroeablo ; 

" Thereforo be it resolved that tho couu- 
oil rescinds all formor instructions to tho 
Wator Commissioner und hereby requests 
tho said Water Commissioner not to proceed 
with the purchaso of lands Burrounding Elk 
and Beaver lakes, oxcepting such portions as 
may be sufficient to onablo tho Commis- 
sioner to cloan up tho borders of tho Baid 
lakes and to encloso thorn with a fence, until 
such timo as filter beds havo been completed 
and all othor necessary Btops taken to ensuro 
a o eaner and mora wholesomo supply of 
wi.icr during 1 895 than tho citizens are at 
present obtaining." 



AUTHORS' COPYRIGHT. 

"Wiiltor Besant Hays That the Canadian Pro- 
position Will Work Mischief on tho 
English Speaking World. 

London, Nov. 27. — Tho Daily Nows en- 
dorses Mr. Besant'a speech at tho colonial 
ollico yoscorday, and udvises the government 
to consider woll tho strong cuso pre sonted by 
him. Mr, Besant said : " Tho question is 
a most Berious ono for authors. Tho Ameri- 
can act has ulrcady borno great fruits for 
American authors who havo ehown increas- 
ed vitality and strongth since they havo 
been ablo to compote on fiir terms with 
English writers. Moreover, when tho now 
oohdirlons becomo thoroughly established 
the English authnro wiil find their beat 
audience in tho United Stales. However, 
if Canada passes a tcparuto act tho old 
misorublo game of cheap reprints vying with 
others will begin again. Tho American aot 
will bo torn to pieces and piracy will bo ro- 
sumed, Then Atncria&n authors will bo 
compelled to fall buck on tho unfair condi 
tiona preooding 1891. Worso still, all tho 
old bitterness will como back and tbo repri- 
sals will bo rovived. Briefly, tbo queation 
is this : Ought a country with 5,000,000 
inhabitants to bo allowed to wreck this huh 
chief on tho English speaking world of 120, 
000,000, merely that a fow of its publiahera 
may onrioh themsolves by underselling tho 
Amorioana 5 " iKa-'MliSUHJ.".

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JAPANESE TREATY, 



Oatline of the Commercial Convention 
Between Great Britain 
aud Japan, 



Its Special Importance to Canada and 
the Australasian Col- 
onies. 



(London Wookly Times, Oct, 2fl.) 
Tho negotiation of a commercial treaty 
with Japan, of whioh the goncrul aim is to 
place that market of over forty milliona of 
peoplo on tho piano of weatern cations in all 
that rolates to industrial intercourse, is an 
event of which the importance to Pacific- 
trading niitionB is not caey tojover-estlmate. 
Htthorto Japan, though less exclusive than 
China, has imposed and suH'jred restrictions 
of a kind unknown between mnmbera of tho 
international system of tho West. Japanese 
immigrants in the British colonics and the 
United States have not been liable to all 
the penalties impoaod upon their Chinese 
neighbours, but thoy havo been regarded 
with the Buspioion whioh attaches to an 
alion race, and thoy havo been eubjtct to 
tho disabilities of special legislation, On 
the other hand, tho markota of tho interior 
of Japan have boon hedged round by ob- 
structions whioh, so long ua special consular 
jurisdiction was thought ncoessury for tbo 
protection of tho rights of foreignoro, ren- 
dered their full development impossible. 

By the first article of tho nuiv treaty tho 
subjects of ouch of tho contracting pirties 
obtain full liberty to enter, travel, or reside 
in any part of tho dominions or possessions 
of the other contracting p»rty, and onjoy 
equal privileges, liborties and rights ol pro- 
tection with the natives of the dominion or 
possession in which they may find them- 
selves. Special legislation for foreigners ie 
abolished on both sides, and tho subjects of 
both powers accopt, in the manner usual 
between nations which stand on a footing of 
(quality, the ordinary protection and ordi- 
nary rights accorded by the national courts 
of justice. The treaty further provides for 
reciprocal freedom of commorce and naviga- 
tion between tho dominions and possessions 
of tho two high oontraoting parties, and tho 
most \ e fto, equality is accorded in rela- 
tion tj all shipping and harbor facilities. 
Briefly, Japan, which has for tho last five- 
und-twenty years displayed its marked 
aptitude for the reception of Western 
thought and its powers of adaptability to 
"W at;rn methods, now definite y abandons 
the system of the EtBt and enrols itself as a 
member of the progressive Byatem of West- 
ern civilization. 

The geographical position of this nation 
makes tho event one of peculiar interest to 
two important groups of British colonies. 
Up to the present moment in the history of 
Canada and Australia there has been no 
Power of importance whose markets were 
open to them upon the Pacific. Five years 
ago local trade upon the Pacific could hard- 
ly be said to have any existence. The 
trade whioh existed was a trade between 
hemisphere and hemisphere, nob between 
port and port of the same ocean. Since then 
the creation of the Empress lino has de- 
veloped means of communication botweon 
China und Japan and the Pacific ports of tho 
Dominion of Canada, and a late nolo from 
Vancouver mentions tho unloading in one 
week upon one wharf of 3,000,0001b. of tea. 
This gives some indication of the growth of 
at least one item of Eastern trade. In Juno 
of last year a Canadian-Australian sorvice 
was alao started, of which the latest news 
that we receive is that one of the vessels 
was unable to carry back to Australia all 
the freight that was waitiDg for her at Van- 
couver. The further development of these 
and other lines of trans-Pacific communica- 
tion is merely a question of local require- 
ment, and it is a feature of the first aignifi 
cance to their futuro that within so short a 
period of their creation such a market as 
that efftred by Japon Bhould be thrown 
open. Neither Canada nor Australia aie as 
yet included in the provisions of the treaty, 
It has been the custom for the last fourteen 
years to givo all the self-governing colonies 
tho option of being included or nor, accord- 
ing to their wish, in the commercial treaties 
tf the United Kingdom. Tho treaty, there- 
fore, contains tho usual clause, excepting 
them from the operation of its provisions 
unless notice is given within two years from 
the date of the exchange of ratification of 
their wieh to bo included. 

The question for each of the Paoifio 
colonies to determine is whether tho ad 
vantages of the treaty will outweigh tho dis- 
advantage of its reciprocal provisions. To 
Western powers the equal rights acoorded to 
the subjects of euch of tho contracting 
parties to reside without restrictions in each 
other's dominiois cbt y with them little 
practical iuconvonienco to be feared. In 
the case of the Pacific colonics the o Hi is 
not quito the samo. Rightly or wroDgly 
there exists a strong prejudice both In Aus 
trails and in the Pacific provinces of the 
Dominion of Canada against the free admis- 
sion of alien ruc38 with rights to settlo on 
terms of equality in tho country. Tho re- 
sult of an acceptance of tho torma of the 
treaty will undoubtedly in their case lead to 
an inoreaiod immigration of Japaueso Bub- 
jeote to their shores, and tho fear that this 
immigration might assume proportions I f 
unreasonable extent may perhaps bo held to 
outweigh the benefits otherwise conferred. 
This is a subject on which it would lie un- 
wise to volunteer any prediction until the 
colonial governments havo been formally 
consulted. Race prejudice is one of thoso 
<|UestionB about whioh argument may easily 
becomo impossible. But when this draw- 
back has boon discounted tbo remainder of 
the treaty off. rs littlo but pure gain. 

The moment in whioh tho expansion of 
trado which It seems to promise presents It- 
self iB very opportune Alike in Canada 
und Australia circumstances havo combined 
to direct the attention of governments and 
taxpayers to a development of tho export 
trade. The stability of cabinDts and the 
prosperity of tho general public depend 
upon it, and recognition of the fact in so 
universal that the point principally at initio 
between conflicting parties is as to the host 
mothod of socuring U. In Canada, whero a 
Conservative government, usually associated 
with and supportrel by tho manufacturing 
party, has long hold sway and haB labored 
in the interests of tho Eastern market and 
of the ecattored provinoes to dovolop means 
of communication to tho Easb and Welt, a 
very naturul reootion has taken plaoo. Tho 
Western provinces as they developed have 
grown powerful. Thoproduoinginterostwhioh 
predominates in their still sparsoly populated 
area has nothing to gain from a protective 
Bystem which forces it to spend In lilgh- 
pricod commodities of local manufacture 
what it oarnB in low-pricod grain sold in tho 
markets of tho world. AH tho promise! of 
tho protectionist party havo not kepb up 
tin price of wheat, and sinco the producer 
muBt go outaide the proteotivo ring to soil 
ho would liko to go outeido also to buy. 
High tariffs havo failed in their proteotivo 
object. They aro now maintained princi- 
pally for rovenuo purpose*, und tho only 
way in which customs duties on a lower 



scale can meet the revenue requirements of 
the country 1b either by lessening the oosb of 
government or by InoreaBing tho volume of 
trade upon which oustoms duties have to be 
paid. Whether as a protectionist desiring 
bo justify his policy or as a freetrudor de- 
siring to bring tho tariff down to 
striot rovenuo requirements, every pat- 
riots Canadian desires to increuse tho 
export trado of tho oountry. Tho 
late tour of Mr, Laurier, tho leader of the 
Liberal Opposition, haB Bhown the enthusi- 
asm which oxlBts in Manitoba, the North- 
west Territories and British Columbia for 
the principlo of froer Canadian trado. Brit- 
ish Columbia, whioh has tho four ports of 
Victoria, Vancouver, New Westminster and 
Nanuimo, all eager for dovolopment on the 
Pae.fio, is, of course, speoially interested in 
the extenoion of tho Eastern trado, and 
while, with only 100,000 Inhabitants, Brit- 
ish Columbia could hardly expeot to carry 
much weight on 1 s own account if its inter- 
ests wero opposed to tho interests of the 
more powerful Eastern provinces, tho ei- 
pansion of Japaueso markets, to whioh it iB 
the sea-gate of tho Dominion, is likely 
onough to bring all tho noeds of its pro 
ducers into lice with tho needa of the E»Bt- 
crn manufacturers. Both parties will hope 
to justify thoir policy ; both parties havo 
everything to gain by establishing their 
trado in tho markets of Japan. 

At tho other end of tho Pacific tho Aus- 
tralasian oolonies have oven more to gain. 
Tho financial crisis through which thoy havo 
pussed has made it a matter of life und 
death to thorn to dovolop the natural pro- 
duction of thoir soil. They poeBoss ovcry 
olemenb of wealth. Tho low pricoB which 
have ruled for their ataplo produce havo ro- 
duced tho margin of profit, but meaua uro 
not wanting to doublo tho volumo of pro- 
duction if oxtendod markets could bo found. 
Victoria lias already shown its approoiation 
ot the possible openings which may present 
themselves in tho East by Bonding commis- 
sioners to inquire into trade prospects in 
Japan. Tho report of tho commissioners ie 
highly favorable, and in one article alone it 
becomes evident how tho progressive char- 
acter of tho Japaneso people is likely to of- 
feet thoir trade rotations. The Jupane60 
people, tbo commissioners wero informed, aro 
becoming very largo meat eaters, and mut- 
ton, which iB ouly procurable from China, is 
regarded as ono of their groatCBt luxuries. 
Apooplejof forty trillions who like^mutton 
and have none, and whoso, ports are within 
a few dayB' steaming of Australia, represont 
in this respect a'/ono little leas than a mine 
of wealth to the pastoral districts. Tho 
Japaneso Minister of Agriculture, it Is re- 
ported, could hardly credit tho statement of 
the commissioners that mutton could bo 
supplied at a cost of 1 H. a pound or leBS. 
Speaking from a knowledge of his peoplo, ho 
had not tho slightest doubt of the demand 
which would at once ariso for such an articlo 
Raw Bugar, wool, and leather are among the 
articles imported by Japan which are of 
speaial interest to Auatralia. Petroleum, 
machinery, and cotton and woollen fabrics 
add speoially to tho commercial possibilities 
of Canada. 

There is, however, no need to enumerato 
the artiolos whioh might enter into the com- 
merce of Canada and Australia with Japan 
A rapidly Increasing population with 
rapidly expanding needs, determined to 
take its place in tho higher ranks of civiliza- 
tion, will require all that tho commerce of 
its neighbors can supply. The advantage to 
Canada and Australia as compared with 
other markets of produotion will lie in their 
proximity. Half-way betweon them both, 
Japan will offer a point of meoting for their 
trade, and the peculiarity of their respective 
positions in tho Northern and Southern 
homisphereB will to a great extent prevent 
thorn from dashing with each other. Mid- 
winter In Japan will be the midaummor of 
Australia, and tho markets which welcome 
tho furs, the potroleum and the timber of 
Canada will be no Ices open to tho surplus 
fruit and butter and the early harveats of 
tho Southern hemisphere. The Northern 
eummor in return, when tho Canadian 
rivers are full ot fish and the farmyards and 
orchards of British Columbia teem with 
produce to dispose of, will not interfere with 
the permanent wuol and meat trado tf Aus- 
tralia. 

Thoro is still ono other nob unimportant 
element which may have to bo oonBidered in 
any considerable development of trado be- 
tween Australia and Japan, Tho one is a 
silver-producing and the other a ailvor-using 
country. The Barrier mines at Broken Hill 
furnish 1- 15th of tho cntiro silver produo- 
tion of the world. If the privilege of coin- 
ing their own silver money should ab any 
tirno be conceded to the Australian mints 
the advantage to their Pacific trado might 
bo considerable. In any case, the extension 
of trade rotations with * silver ueiDg coun- 
try must bo of tho utmost value. Tho five 
yoara which havo yet to elapno before the 
treaty takes full effeot will givo ample op- 
portunity for the investigation of tho whole 
subject, and we have little doubb that all 
the colonies concerned will profit by tho In- 
creased opportunities offered in the mean- 
while to British Bubjeots desiring to travel 
and make themselves acquninted with tho 

nditionof tho markets of the interior.

BIMETALLIC LEAGUE. 

Preamble and Resolution Adopted Insisting 
That Monetary Reform Be Mn.de the 
Paramount Issue. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 28.— At today's 
session of tho bimoUllie leaguo the following 
preamblo ur.d resolution waa adopted : 

" Whereas, it is an undisputed fact that 
the monotary revolution inaugurated in 
1873 by changing tho money standard from 
gold and silver to gold alono has resulted, in 
twenty yours, in doubling iho value of 
money and reducing the goncral lovol of 
prices o por cont , thorefore this 
conference calla upon tho advocates 
ol monotary reform ovorywhero to 
nuke monetary roform tho paramount 
laaue, and to vote for nocindidate who is 
not in favor of tho freo coinage of both gold 
and silver at tho ratio of 10 to 1, as it ex- 
isted iu this country from tho foundation of 
the government, and for indefinite uces 
throughout tho civilized world, until IXT.'I 
Amoricans must act for Amorica, independ- 
ently of what other nations may do, or may 
not do; and to this end we urge tho organi- 
z .tion ol silver looguos throughout tho cn- 
tiro country, tho members of whioh shall 
pledge themselves to do all in thoir power 
to carry out tl.eso piinclples, and that tho 
mining and agricultural states unito In closo 
compact, and subordinating all other issues 
and all party considerations to this ono 
purpose, work togothor to aecuro this all 
important reform, 

Resolved that a oommittoo of Uvo bo 
appointod to tako thiamovomont in ohargo 
with powor to cull a aonvontlon whon tbn 
time has come for further uotlon, Tho gold 
standard ounnot ho maintained by iBauing 
bonds and borrowing gold, and wo denounao 
the Issue of bonds In times of peaoo aa not 
only without authority of law, but uttorly 
indt fonsiblo an publio polioy ; and wo call 
upon congress to immediately put a Btop to 
this lawlesi »nd rooklosB ubo of tho publio 
credit. What is neoded now la more stand 
ard money to pay ilobta and taxes with, and 
not more promises to pay gold. Wo do- 
nouroj, nlso, tho proposed polioy of dulo-

Consul Roberts Will Spend Thanks- 
giving Day Investigating 
the Case. 

Although United States Consul General 
VV. P. Roberta had intondod er joying 
Thanksgiving oheor and devoting his wholo 
atten ion to the appropriate oelebration of 
the great American holiday to day, tho 
fates forbid. The well known ooaat oollier, 
the bark Dutroit, arrived in E : quimalt har- 
bor lost evening, the Lime dropping her 
there, the only men aboard to navigate tho 
veasel on her paesago from Departure bay 
baing Captain Rioo and his oflicors, tho 
orow having walked aBhoro at tho Bay. It 
is with tho investigation of tho cause load 
Ing up to this Btop of tho sailors that the 
Consul will be kopt busy to day. 

Of oourBe opinions differ as to tho merit 
of the real or fancied grievanoe of the crow. 
When they with tho bark arrived at Depar- 
ture bay, where they were to load coal for 
5ian Frarcieoo, they had a story of misfor- 
tune and distress to toll to all who would 
listen. The baik, thoy Slid, was old and 
unseawortby ; on tho voyage up she had 
taken water so fast that both of her steam 
pumps had to be kept working night 
aud day. They did nob propose to 
go down with a leaking Bhip, 
they concluded, and unless a survey were 
at leaet held and Ruch repairs mc.do as 
proved necessary, they would net go to Bea 
in her again. They had other eomplainte 
against tho ship and about her officers, and 
each and all of theBe they wanted felly 
looked into bsfore the Detroit went again to 
Be a. 

Itc the meantime tho bark oomplettd her 
cargo of coal, loading fairly light, as Cap 
tain Rice doeB not behove in taking large 
■ronBigumonts out at thiH timo of the year. 
The bark hauled awtvy ■from tho chutes yea 
torday morning, and the Liorno waB engaged 
to take her beyond the'Cape. 

Then tho crow re'uoed to proceed, and sr 
.gument on tho captain's partau to the safety 
uf the ship failing to convinco thorn, ho Bug 
gested that they oomo with the ship as far 
as Esquimalt — the nearest port at which 
the ship could discharge coal and be hauled 
out for repairs if nocoaaary. 

l!jt instead c{ agreeing to this tho men 
walked ashore. 

" Here ia where they made a mlstak . 
commented oue-of th.i I'ffioera of the Lorno 
yesterday evening, "tor no matter what the 
condition of the butk they cou'd como to no 
misfortune by staying on hoard rf her until 
she towed to 'E-quimalt. Even if they had 
refused duty, they should havo ati-yed 
aboard." 

The skipper, his first and Becond officers, 
(tho former Mr. Williams, formerly of tho 
Danube), the stoward and the cook managed 
tho bark on her way down from Nanaimo, 
the crew of the tugboat putting the hawser 
aboard. Ae soon aa the bark was out 
of tho harbor tho ten men form- 
ing the orow laid their grievance 
before U. S. Vice Consul Dennison 
at Nanaimo. He heard them attentively 
and orderod thein to rtjoin their vessel at 
Victoria. They will come down by th 
noon train to-day and will at once apply to 
Consul Roberta for reconsideration of their 
case. 

Captain Rico holds that there is absolute- 
ly nothing in the orow'a claim iff tho bark' 
unBeaworthiness. She is, ho says, and the 
Lome's people agree with him in this, 
good as any wooden collier oan be, and 
safe a vessel, as she now is loaded, as any 
seaman need ask for. What the outcome of 
the trouble will bo cannot of courso bs pre- 
dicted. The same officer of tho Lorno who 
was quoted above does not hesitate to give 
his opinion in the matter. 

"It Captain Rico wants to get away ho 
oan get a new crew beforo breakfast," he 
said, "and tho othors can whistlo. They 
deserted tho ship and forfeitod their claims 
upon her. Or, ho may remain here long 
onough to chnrgo them with refusing duty 
and abandoning htm." 

Going up to D?parturo Bay the Ditroit 
was one of tho two vesaola which tho Lome 
had in row. With the bark Richard III 
alBo to handle, the Lorno reached I lie bay 
just aa another sailing vessel caat her an- 
chors after being Drought up from tbo Capo 
as far aa Active Pasa by the tuga Pioneer 
and Sea Lion. Tho American tugB bad 
much tho advantage of the Lorno in the 
start from tho Capo, but had Captain Locke 
and tho engineers of tho latter known what 
was ahead of them they would havo been in 
Departure Bay firat.

The statements by the Furvivors — 

nearly 1C0 p jreonu — while Bhowiug that u 

groac blunder ia tho reckoning must have 

been made and that tho ship for hours waa 

r«cklo6aly rua at top speed through donee 

fog, aro nearly all to the tffect that aftor the 

aeoideut tbo conduct of tho officora and 

crow, with few exceptions, waa marked by 

bravery and heroism. 

The Wairarapa has beon employed in tho 

intercolonial trade, running from Sydnoy to 

Auckland and thence down tho coast to 

Melbourne. She was of Bteol, built by 

Moeais. Denny BrothutB, of Dumbar- 
ton, in 1882. On her last passage to 

Sydnoy alio mado a rocord performance of 

throe days and fifteen hourB from Auckland. 

Hor dimensions wore : Length, 285 feet ; 

breadth, 36 feet ; depth, 23 feet 7 In, ; 

gross tonnago, 1,780 ; hoiso power, 292, 
Tho doomed vessel loft Sydney on her 

fatal trip on tho ivcning of October 25, 

having on board, as near as known, officers 

aud orew, 05 ; saloon passengers, 91; steer- 
age passengers, 71. Eirst sight of New 

Zealand was caught early Sunday morning 

and at 10:30 a.m. Capo Maria Van Diemen, 

tho most northern point of tho North island 

was abeam. Aa tho vessel aped Bouth it 

entered a dense fog, effectually preventing 

sight of land or the tuking of an obsorva 

tion. Captain MclatoBh, however, shaped 

tbo usual unurse for Oipo Brett, tho dis 

tanca covered being checkod every half hour 

on tho patent log. Tho old course was kept 

until 10 p.m., when it was judged that tho 

vessel waa in tho neighborhood of tho 

Mokohinau lighthouso, the light of which 

however was not visible. It would seem 

aa though tho captain, who was almost cun- 

tinuousiy upon the bridge, had no doubt as 

to his whereabouts, for, at the hour named, 

the course was altered to almost duo south, 

full speed being atill kept up, a speed which 

carried the vessel along at something like 

13i miles an hour. But an error bad been 

made Bomewhere, whether beforo or after 10 

o'clock cannot bo known. 

At midnight tho watch waa changed, and 

the old look out man forward was replaced 

by a new one. The latter had not been four 

minutes at his post when he saw, a few 

yards uhead, a black mass, denser than tho 

darkness of the night, which he knew to 

mean disaster. Sharply his oty of warning 

rang out; instantly the order "full speed 

astern" was telegraphed from the bridge to 

the engine room. The order was promptly 

obeyed. But before the vessel could lose 

ono tittle of tho way upon her the had met 

her doom. The ciaeh, as forced by her 

momentum she rushed upon tho rocks, was 

Bickeuing in its awesomenees. "All hands 

on deck" was tho order instantly given. 

The passengers, men, women, and child- 
ren, in Bleeping garb, rushed, just as 

they had aprung from their berths, 

to the deck. The difficulties of the 

commander hero cannot bp estimated. Ho 

could only know he was out of his coutbo. 

That ho was over 20 milea out ho was never 

to know. Beforo him rose a precipitous 

cliff, the top of which was not discernible in 

the nieht. Around him wire hoavy break- 
ers. Tho water was rapidly filling up tho 

entire interior of tho ship. There was no- 
thing for it but to launch tho boats, While 

this was being attempted tho stewards and 

stewardesses, v> hoso heroism is gratefully 

spoken of by tho Burvivors, were busy aerv 

ing cut life-belts. Long beforo all tho pre- 
parations wero complete, however, the ship 

gavo a violent lurch and canted over, smash- 
ing tho Btarboard boats. Two of tho port 

boats, one in charge of tho third, aud tho 

other in charge of tho fourth officer, wero 

got out, and those wero tho means of saving 

nearly sixty of the Wairarapa'a human 

freight. 

Though tho unfortunate peoplo knew it 
not at tho time, tho bhip had atruck upon 
the Great Harrier island — aomo 25 miles 
aw? y from the ordinary courso— at a place 
known aa Miner's Point. Uoro the cliff 
riai a sheer from tho sea to a height of 801) or 
1,000 foot, and running out from tho baso of 
tho preclpico is a reef. Upon this reef lay 
tho wrecked vessel, while botweon this and 
tho mainland tho aea raced and swirled aa 
though it wero a mill-race. To this is due 
t'io fact that, so few managed to roach tho 
shore. At 12 l a.m. tho ordor to revorso 
the engines was given ; at 12,17 a.m. the 
last order, that to otop tho engines, was 
given. Tho aoa by thio time had flooded 
tho cabins and tho engine-rooms. The 
last man in tho latter, Mr. Sinclair, had to 
make his esoapo through tho skylight. 
On tho wreck the sea was rising. Eirst tho 
decks wero covered ; then tho water reach- 
ed tho knoes and next the waists of those 
remaining. Then, ono clinging to another

for mutual support, the ill-fated beings atood 
upon the rail clutching for lifo at the 
• hrouds and halyards. Higher and higher 
rose tho waveB until those who were not 
fortunate enough to gain places in the rig- 
ging wero literally awaBh at evory recurring 
sea. Somo few were carried shorowarde, 
where thoy managod to scromble to land, 
but by far the greater proportion sank, or if 
thoy had on a lifebelt eddied around until, 
exhausted, they died. Up to three a.m. 
Captain Mcintosh kept hia prst on the 
bridge, with him being several of the pas- 
sengers. At the hour named the bridge was 
seen to sway, and finally gave way, all being 
hurled into tho sea. A dark body, suppos- 
ed to bo that of the commander, was seen 
to fall first, head foremost, which gave cur- 
rency for the statement that he had divod 
into doath. 

Tho dawn revealed to tho Burvivora the 
extent of tho catastrophe which had befallen 
thein. Some few, leea than a score, had 
been washed on to a ledge of rooks ; some 
forty moro still clung to tho rigging, while 
all around were tho floating dead, and two 
or three alive, yet too weak to make for tho 
shore. And thoao on land were unablo to 
help them. Some, however, were picked 
up by the two bone, which, full to the gun- 
wale, were steered iu tho direction of a 
European settlement. The hull of the 
Wairarapa had almost entirely disappeared, 
though tho rigging was still alive with 
humanity. How to get these ashore waa a 
problem. It waa solved by heroism. An 
old Auckland boy, Mr. Leighton, climbed 
to tho masthead and detached the signal 
halyard. With this tho second engineer, 
Mr. Dunlop essayed to Bwim aahore. 
Unfortunately he failed. Ono of the 
stewards, however, took up the heroic 
taak and succeeded. Along this thin 
line of lifo all passed in a. fety aavo two. 
Tho Eurvivors who had reached tho rock 
remained there until about four o'clock on 
tho Monday afternoon, tho only thing with 
which thoy oould refresh themsolvea being 
a few oranges rescued from tho wreckage. 
About four o'clock tho hearts of tho aavod 
wero gladdouod by tho sight of four boats 
ooming around tho point, These proved to 
bo manned by Maories from a neighboring 
native settlement. All tho pasaengtrs were 
taken off and landed at Copper Mine bay, 
ton Beamen boirig lofb till tho next day — 
then thoso wero rescued. Tho ladies were 
received for the night at the Maori aetil- 
ment at Catherine bay, uud all were mum 
kindly treated. 

Thoro wero !).') persons saved. It is bo- 
lieved that 134 wero drowned, c.f these 111 
being paesengera and 23 officers and crow.

IMPORTANT CONGRESS. 

Resolutions Adopted by tho Truns-Missls- 
Blppl Convention at St. Louis. 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 28.— Tho Trana-Mlssia- 
aippi Congress reconvened this morning. 
Tho first resolution introduced to-day was 
ono'aBking congreeBional aid in providing 
for tho proper di fence of 1'ugot Sound. Tho 
roaolution which provoked tho groatost dis- 
ouaeion of tho congress was introduced as a 
minority report by tho committee on im- 
ports and exports. Tho resolution advo- 
catod tho adoption by congress of a tariff 
rtquiring tho paymonr, of oxport dutioB on 
Btaplo ngrioullure produota. Tho resolution 
was ri jected by the majority of tho commit- 
tee, but the California delegation 
hopod to Bocure for it tho aovlae- 
ment of tho congress and thereby euauro 
its adoptiou when presented. Tho com- 
mittee on resolutions has adopted tho sub- 
committee reports urging that congress pro- 
vide for the construction of a doop water 
harbor at San Pedro, California, and also 
favorobly reported on resolutions advocat- 
ing the government construction of the 
Nioaraguan canal ; tho building of tho 
Honneptn oanal ; tho doopening cf Duluth 
harbor, and tho improvement of the 
upper Mississippi river for navi- 
gation purposes. Tho minority report 
on an export tariff waa rejeoted.

Tho roport of tho committoa on resolutions 
was adoptod. It roaommondod tho general 
govornment to deepen tho harbors on the 
Gulf coaat at San Joaquin, Sucramonto, San 
Pedro, iBla Creek and Oakland, California, 
and tho oreotion of fortifications and main- 
tenance of armed vesaola on Pugot Sound. 
It approved tho appropriations for 
improving rivers and making their 
enlargement ; requeated legislation for 
govornment aid to tho Nioaraguan 
canal and canala couneoting tho groat lakes 
with tho Atlantic ocoan ; approved Secre- 
tary Herbert's aotion in purohasing all sup- 
plies for tho navy in Amorica ; also recom- 
mended legislation to oulargo trado relations 
with tho West Indies and South Amorica ; 
and aakod greater protcotion to person nnd 
property in Alaska, urging also an interna- 
tional commission to control canals and 
natural waterways of an international char- 
acter.
